I Chambers! Shades even of Al Tenny- 
son's well and favorably known creek 
which is reputed to have run on and . 
on and on for <piitc some considerable 
time. 

The fact is. you may wipe from the 
blackboard of your -memory ->very char- 
acter of event, work of art, or sport- 
ing event, hitherto used in song and 
story to illustrate the qualities of en- 
durance, longevity, sustained interest, 
and other such things. Forget every- 
thing of the sort that happened prior 
to last Saturday and remember that — 

On Saturday, .Inly 12, 1919, late in 
the afternoon, there was staged on the 
courts of the Xarberth Tennis Associa- 
tion at Elm wood and Essex avenues, a 
doubles set of tenuis that went to the 
extraordinary score of -2 to 20, thereby 
breaking all records in the history of 
the Association — at loa>t, within the 
recollection of such "elder statesmen" 
as Ponce Burkhardt, Perry Kedifer, Hill 
Hall, Walter Shaw and one or two 
others. 

The contestants in this memorable 
battle — or perhaps we should say the 
"survivors" — were Bill Hall null Bob 
Pattison, comprising one team, and 
Walter Shaw and Lawrence Warwick. 
And we should also say that Shaw and 
Warwick were more nearly "conscious" 
when the 41st game was started, and 
consequently they won the 41st and 
the 42nd games, and the match, by the 
score of 22 to 20. 

The set had nothing to do with Hie 
Fourth of July Tournament, which was 
also finished on Saturday, but started 
simply as all the other impromptu 
matches start. But when the score be- 
gan to get up around 10-11 and 15-14 
and 16-17, all the other players began 
to take notice and gather 'round. In 
fact, play on the other courts came 
practically to a standstill. 

As a rule, each player won his serve, 
and when Shaw and Warwick would 
break in on Hall's or Pattison 's serve 
and take the game, Hall and Pattison 
would turn the tables on the very next 
game and win on Shaw's or Warwick's 
sorve. And thus the score seasawed 
back and forth— 15-10. 10-10, 17-1*?, 
17-17. 

From time to time play was suspended 
for .37 or .'IS seconds while the players 
"staggered" over to the water bucket 
and quenched their thirsts. A relay 
of water carriers fetched fresh supplies 
of the sparkling liquid from the famous 
Bertsimpson Springs, and the Board of 
Governors had just hold a special meet- 
ing and decided to telephone the Hryn 
Mawr Hospital to send down a couple 
of ambulances, when the score reached 
20-20, and "Ponce" Burkhardt said, 
"Wait, I have an idea we're almost to 
the end." And Ponce was right, as he 
generally is in tennis matters. Shaw 
and Warwick broke in on their op* 
ponents* serve and won a game and 
then topped off that achievement by 
winning their serve and the game.

The- tryinji experience of an automo- 
bile party from "up state*" a few days 
ago brought to light the fai-t that there 
i.s apparently no designation on the 
Lincoln Highway directing strangers 
where to turn oil' in order to brin^ them 
directly into town.

Otto, city engineer of Willianisport, 
Vii., who with his wife and two of his 
daughters was aiming to reach Xar- 
herth, where lie eventually spent sev- 
eral days with a third daughter, Mrs. .1. 
Stuart Freeman, of 2-(> North Nnrberth 
avenue. 

Beginning at Hryn Mawr, he asked if 
he were heading the shortest way i'or 
Narberth, being on the Lincoln High- 
way. Thereafter he asked the same 
question several times, and in each in- 
stance was assured that he would "pass 
right through Xarberth," but finally 
he found himself at the fin> house at 
Sixty-third and Lam-aster avenue, Over- 
brook. 

Of course, then it was necessary to 
practically retrace part of his route, at 
least as to the general directum, and 
incidentally to wonder ii J no one east 
of Ardmore knows that the Highway 
does not lead into Narberth, and further 
why there is ao identification even in 
the Blue Book for finding our interest- 
ing community. 

As a result, cannot the influence of 
Our Town or the Civic Association be 
brought to bear to correct what must 
thus far be an unintentional, though 
none the less deplorable oversight?

into the municipal machinery which eon- 
tributes so manifestly to the attractive- 
ness of our borough and the comfort of 
its residents. It is a matter of regret 
that others were not present to witness 
the earnest, careful and able efforts 
put forth by the President and his 
associates. A representative attendance 
would be welcomed, as I was, I am sure. 
A cordial co-opera tioa was in evidence, 
whereby 1 was materially assisted in 
collecting some items which I think 
should interest all the residents, cer- 
tainly the taxpayers. The Association 
will endeavor to have '* s representative 
at every meeting of Council, and possi- 
bly at the preceding committee meet- 
ings. A working arrangement with AI>. 
Noel, the Secretary, has been started 
which should be mutually helpful. Sum- 
marizing the proceedings: 

Tax Collector Jones gathered in

sumably had been carefully scrutinized 
by the Finance Committee were order- 
ed paid. A Council meeting would lie 
lacking in completeness without bills 
for consideration. 

Mr. Hill rounded up three victims. 
One .-ad but wiser individual was separ- 
ated from :|w.0l> because he preferred 
the sidewalk to the street for bicycle 
riding. 

Officer Hill reported the parking of 
cars all night without lights. The de- 
!iu<|iionl owners will oe reminded. 

The activity of the Committee nu 
Highways ;unl Sewers has resulted in 
sidewalks, curbing and gutters being 
repaired, many owners i-o-nporatiiig in 
the laudable work. Others will wish 
they had done likewise. 

President of Council and the liurgess 
will have a heart-todieart conference 
as to the objectionable condition of 
>hade trees along sidewalks. The Shade 
Tree Committee seems to have discharg- 
ed itself. 

Property owners who have not paid 
up for liUS taxes have had liens tiled 
against them, according to statement 
math' by the Borough Solicitor. 

Tax ('id lector Jones' bond for sr.sO,-

Mr. l\ U. Gilford was unanimously 
elected Auditor in succession to Mr. 
Carl Metzger. Let our good wishes ar- 
tead this additional guardian of our 
local interests. 

The Borough's credit is to be used to 
the additional extent of $2,000.00 to 
supply the needful until K. 0. Jones 
tills up the treasury. 

The Borough Solicitor has made the 
comforting assertion that shortly a set- 
tlement in full will be in hand for de- 
linquent taxes. Most of us have heard 
more or less about them. Speed the 
day. 

President Hull and his colleagues are 
attempting something never before con- 
templated, or at least put over. In 
other words, they, through the Finance 
Committee, are managing the finances 
in such fashion that the lean mouths of 
1920 will be taken care of by the excess 
from 1919.

I. Name. The name of this organ- 
ization shall be the NARBERTH CIVIC 
ASSOCIATION. 

II. Object. The object of the Asso- 
ciation shall be to improve and beautify 
the Borough and vicinity, and assist 
and co-operate with the authorities in 
enforcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as a whole; to provide a 
means of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

III. Membership. All persons resid- 
ing in this community are members and 
are entitled to attend meetings of the 
Association and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

IV. Dues. The annual dues of vot- 
ing members shall be ONE DOLLAR, 
payable at the time the application is 
received and annually thereafter at the 
time of the annual meeting. 

V. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
ciation shall be composed of voting 
members, and shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, three Vice-President, a Secretary 
and Treasurer, and a Board of Directors 
consisting of fifteen members. Each of 
the foregoing officers shall hold office 
for the term of one year. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

The Board of Directors shall choose 
from their number four persons who, 
with the President of the Association, 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee, of which tho President shall be 
Chairman, which Committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
them shall be subject to the approval of 
tho Board of Directors.

VI. Meetings. An annual meeting of 
the Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may como before the 
meeting, shall be held during the month 
of irarch of each year on such date as 
may be fixed by the Board of Directors 
or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet-
